2 . ACAO -MIC AND PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

2.1.1 The Company Secretaries (Amendment) Act, 2006 

The ps rent Act elating to company secretaries over which the Institute 
and tlis profesiion has been buiit, was subjected to important and 
significant arrendments during the year, in the iight of the 
recommendatiors of the Parliamentary Standing Committee on Finance 
on the Company Secretaries (Amendment) Bill, 2003, afresh Company 
Secret tries (Artendment) Bill, 2005 was introduced in the Rajya 
Sabha on Dect mber 6, 2005 and has been passed by both the 
Houses of Parliament, assented to by the President on March 17, 
2006 and putiished in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part lifSection I of March 20, 2006.

Some ^ the not ibie features of the Company Secretaries (Amendment) 
Act, 2Ci06 are as follows : 

(i) pro\iision for an institutionalised Disciplinary Mechanism within the 
framewjork of tha institute to.ensure welt considered yet expeditious 
disposr 1 of complaints against members of the institute on professional 
or othtr misconluct and ensuring faster delivery of justice. The Act 
provides for appiintment of a Director (Discipline), establishment of a 
Discipli tary Dire torate to investigate complaints and constitution of a 
Board (f Discipili le and Disciplinary Committee to deal with professional 
or othe mis-confuct within the institutional framework of the Institute; 
(li) pro 'ision for an Appellate Authority to deal with appeals arising 
from decisions of disciplinary authorities; 

(iii) esti biishrneni of a Quality Review Board to review the quality of 
services providid by the members of the Institute; 

(iv) pro/iding enl anced autonomy to the Council In the matter of fixing 
various fees to I e paid by members within prescribed limits; 

(v) prov sions for sreparation of Annual Accounts and financial statements 
in the iirescriber manner and for bringing transparency in financial 
affairs ^ the Institute; 

(Vi) ena))iing theimembers of the institute to form multi-discipiinary 
firms and offer multi-professional services in a competitive and 
commerpial manrier; and 

(vii) perfnitting a member in practice to advertise through a write up 
setting i^ut the slices provided by him or his firm and particulars of 
his firm! subject ro such guidelines as may be issued by the Council.

2.1.2 j MCA-21- e-Gove ranee Programme 

Another isignificait development of the year relating to the profession, 
though not directs, but indirectly, was the launch of MCA-21 programme. 
To keepj pace wnh technological developments and with a view to 
mechanize the company administration, the Ministry of Company Affairs 
on the rfcommennations of the Department of Information Technology 


implemented an e-Govemance Initiative through a project named as 
“MCA-21". This project is meant to provide the public, corporate 
entities and others an easy and secure online access to the corporate 
information, including filing of documents and public access to the 
information required to be in the public domain under the statute, at any 
time and from anywhere. 

The MCA-21 project was launched on February 18,i2006 by commencing 
the process of e-filing of company^ documents with the office of Registrar 
of Companies, Coimbatore and subsequently all tt^ offices of ROC have 
gone online. The Government issued the Companies (Central 
Government’s) General Rules & Forms (Amendrpent) Rules, 2006 on 
February 10, 2006 and notified the new e-Fprms which require 
authentication of e-Forms by authorised slgnatoj'les using the digital 
signature. Further, some e-Forms are also requiijed to be certified by 
practising professionals including Practising Company Secretaries. 

This being a major development relating to the profession of Company 
Secretaries, the Council took several initiatives to constantly update the 
Members on various developments relating to MCA-21 through e-mads, 
CS Updates and Chartered Seo-etary. A special issue of Chartered 
Secretary on MCA-21 was also published. A new window on MCA-21 
has been added to the website of the Institute and updated information 
aiongwith all e-Forms is placed therein. A dedicated help desk has been 
established to clarity Members’ queries across the country on e-Forms. 
A Referencer on MCA-21 was brought out soon after the launch of 
MCA-21. The Institute organized a programme on MCA-21 at New Delhi 
followed by similar programmes organized by all the Regional Councils 
as well as several Chapters to disseminate latest Inffirmation to members 
on MCA-21 and to provide them an effective platform to resolve their 
difficulties with the architects of MCA-21 Project in MCA. 

2.1.3 The Companies (Amendment) Act, 200B 

With a view to support the online electronic filing processes, the 
Government has enacted the Companies (Amendment) Act, 2006. The 
major changes effected by the Amendment Act arte the following: 

(i) insertion of new sections 61 OB, 61OC, 61OD and 61DE to make 
provision for electronic filing system and for payment of fees through 
electronic form; and 

(ii) insertion of new sections 266A, 266B, 266C, 266D, 266E, 266F and 
266G to, inter alia, provide for allotment of a unique Director 
Identification Number to any individual, intendvig to be appointed 
as a director in a company or to any existing director of a company, 
for the purpose of his identification as such, through electronic 
or other form and to provide for penalty for any violation in this 
regard. 

The provisions of the Amendment Act have not yet been brought 
into force. 

2.1.4 Dr. J J Irani Committee on Company Law 

in the area of reform of Company Law, the Ministry of Company 
Affairs has undertaken a comprehensive exercise to put in place a 
new Company Law to address the changes taking place in the national 
and global economic scenario. Accordingly, on August 4, 2004, the 
Ministry of Company Affairs published a Concept Paper on Company 
Law aimed at a broad based consultative examination of various 
Company Law issues requiring revision. Subseiquentiy, an Expert 
Committee on New Company Law headed by Dr, J J Irani and 
comprising ertViRfiOiLftPIso.riaJjties was constituted to make 
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rocomnf^endatipns on the issues arising from the revision of the 
Companies Ad, 1956 and to enable unambiguous interpretations by 
recasting the provisions thereof. Ms. Preeti Malhotra, Council Member 
and now Vice-President represented the Institute on the Committee 
and effediveiy contributed to the thinking process. 

The Expert Committee submitted its report on May 31, 2005. The 
Report addressed a range of issues including a perspedive on the 
scope o1 Company Law, ciasstfication of companies, proper 
disclosures, management and board governance, protection of 
minority interests etc. Additionally, the Committee sought to bring 
in multifarious progressive and visionary concepts and endeavoured 
a significant shift from the government approval regime to 
shareholder approval and disclosure regime. 

2.1.5 Expeirt Group for Streamlining the Prosecution 
Mechanism under the Companies Act, 1956. 
Prosecution of compa^M for offences punishable under the 
Companies Ad is a cumbailome and complex exercise. The Ministry 
of Company Affairs constituted an Expert Group headed by Shri 0 
P Valsh, Senidr Advocate, to examine issues relating to streamlining 
the prosecution mechanism under the Companies Act, 1956 to make 
It more effedive and to advise on the ways and fiNPans through 
which di^osal of cases could be expedited. The Expert Group has 
since submitted its report. Shri V Sreedharan, Council Member 
represented the institute on the Expert Group and made significant 
contribution.

Dr. Tarun 
Das, Chief Mentor, Cohfedddion of Indian industry delivered the 
Foundation Day Ledure oif the topic Tbo Professionals - Partners 
in Hatlonai Development. The fundion was attended by Past 
Presidents, Council Members and a large number of members. As 
a part of the Silver Jubilee cetebrabons of the institute as statutory 
body, Past Presidents of the institute were felicitated on the occasion.

In order to foster and nurture the proactive research among the 
members of the Company Secretaries profession and other 
researchers, iCSI-CCRT was entrusted with-the responsibility of 
administering the iCSI Research Initiative announced In Aprii-May 
2003, which was continued during the year. The basic idea is to 
develop sound information base and insights into corporate/related 
laws, their delivery mechanism, need" for harmonisation/changes in 
the light of emerging realities, corporate governance etc. and to use 
the developed knowledge base for brand buHding and for purposes 
of interacting with the government, reguiatbry and international 
agencies. During the period research studies on Secretarial Audit 
and FEMA Updates were completed. 

iCSI-CCRT initiated research studies on segment modules of various 
sectors having considerable business prospects for company 
secretaries. During the year, 3 studies covering diverse segments, 
such as. Cooperative Society, Textile industry and Automobile Industry 
were finalized and the reports published in Chartered Secretary for 
wider dissemination of information amongst the professionals. The 
project is an ongoing venture and more studies covering new 
segments are proposed to be undertaken. 

CCRT aiso successfully completed assignments given by National 
Stock Exchange for its programme on Certification in Financial Markets 
and Corporate Governance, 

7.3 Professienal Development Programnes 

ICSI-CCRT conducts high-end Professiortai Development Programmes 
(PDPs) for members, students, corporates and Regulatory/ 
Government bodies. Apart from programmes for upgradation/ 
updation of the knowledge base of traditional company secretary 
functions. CCRT designed programmes for^ enabling company 
secretaries to more effectively penetrate into riewer areas. 
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CCrT organized 27 programmes during the^ear to meet the 
professional needs of the Company Secretaries. The programmes 
were well attended. CCRT provided excellent background material 
for ail these programmes. 

In addition, 4 Residential Secretarial Modular Training Programmes 
(’^SMTPs) were organised at CCRT and the response to the 
programmes was good. Participants from all over Indlaj mainly from 
non-metro centres took advantage of these programmes- and got 
opportunity for interaction with expert professional faculty, in addition 
to the core subjects of a normal SMTP programme, the participants 
were exposed to topics on general management, human relations, 
financial markets, etc. Students also had the opportunity to enhance 
ttieir communication skill and co-operative learning through 
presentation of Group Projects before the panel of experts. 
ICSI-CCRT for the first time organised a Joint Training Programme 
outside Mumbai with the Coimbatore Chapter of iCSi on ‘Public 
Issue of Shares - Techniques, Regulations, Intricacies and 
Compliances (TRiCs)’. During the year, CCRT also organized a 
programme on Corporate Governance for Nominee Directors of Life 
Insurance Corporation of India and provided knowledge support to 
the Madras Chamber of Commerce & industry for their Orientation 
I’rogramme for Independent Directors. 

CCRT also provided support for collaborative Training Programmes 
with organizations like Tata Consultancy Services (TCS) and SBI 
Group, Hikai Ltd., Hindustan Lever Ltd. (HLL), Wartsila India Limited, 
i>Edge Technologies, Stock Holding Corporation of India Ltd. 

The Annual Membership Scheme for the individual members and 
:orporates introduced in March 2004 was continued during the year. 

INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY 

The Directorate of Information Technology was set up to improve 
upon services of the Institute by harnessing technology and 
automating procedures. The main areas of achievements during the 
year were Network & Communication, internet, Intranet & Email. 
Upgrading technology, Client Server Software Development & 
Maintenance, Training to Staff, computerization of RO/Chapters and 
Various iT Projects. 

The notable achievements during the year included implementation 
of International Security Standards for Network Security, shifting of 
e-mail server to India, shifting website of the Institute to new server 
with higher configuration: development and implementation of web 
based credit hours software; activation of overall status of students 
on website, implementation of online admit card module for students 
on website, impiementaUon of online registration module of students, 
CFC and MCA, implementation of website online search module of 
independent Director and creation of Child Portal for MCA Project 
on the website of the institute. 

9. MEMBERS 

9.1 New Admissions 

The membership of iCSi is growing satisfactorily and speedily. During 
the year, a total of 886 persons were admitted as Associates Members 
of the institute whereas the number of Fellow Members was 197. As 
on March 31, 2006 the Institute had on its rolls 13404 Associate 
and 4442 Fellow Members. The number of Members residing abroad 
as on said date was 290. 

Certificate of Practice was issued to 439 Members. As on March 
31,2006 there were 3015 Members holding Certificate of Practice. 
The Council regrets to report the sad demise of 26 Members during 
the year. 


9.2 List of Members 

In pursuance of section 19(3) of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980 
read with regulation 161 of the Company Secretaries Regulations, 
1982, a List of Members as on April 1, 2006 has been published. 
The list Is being supplied to Members on request. The Members' 
Directory is also available on the website of the institute. 

9.3 Identity Card fw Members 

Identity Cards have been issued and are being issued to the Members 
on request on a continuous basis. 

9.4 Licentiateship 

During the year 70 students who passed the final examination of the 
institute were admitted as Licentiate-ICSI. The number of Licentiates- 
ICSI with valid Licentiateship as on March 31, 2006 stood at 210. 

9.5 Ethics, Values and Morality 

The Council continued to propagate and emphasise on a continuous 
basis, through various fora, the need fgr inculcating highest standards 
of professional ethics and moral values and adherence to Code of 
Conduct In true letter and spirit. 

The Council has also laid down a Code of Conduct and Ethics for ail 
Council Members and Senior Management Team of the Institute. The 
Code of Conduct and Ethics is available on the website of the Institute. 

9.6 Placement Services 

The institute continued its efforts in providing placement assistance 
to the Members during the year. Efforts were made to identify the 
vacancies for the post of (Company Secretaries from ali possible 
sources including newspapers, magazines and websites and bio-data 
of members were sent to various organisations. Similar services 
were also provided by the Regional Councils and Chapters. A number 
of Campus interviews were organised wherein the organisations were 
provided with the facility of on-the-spot selection of the Company 
Secretaries. Online registration facilities are also being provided to 
the members/ employers. 

10. STUDENTS SERVICES 

10.1 Registration 

Students are the main asset of the Institute and accordingly the 
institute strives to provide the best services to them. During the 
year, a total of 12786 students were registered as against 12150 in 
the previous year for the Regular Course. The number of students 
with valid registration as on March 31, 2006 was 72023 as against 
76582 for the corresponding previous year. 

10.2 Foundation Course 

The Foundation Course available to the ten plus two students is 
getting popularity. During the year, 8443 students were admitted to 
the Foundation Course as against 9171 during the previous year. The 
number of Foundation Course students as on 31*' March, 2006 was 
28355 as against 31415 as on 31** March, 2005. 

10.3 Coaching 

During the year, a total of 18294 coaching compietion certificates 
were issued to the students of both oral and postal coiching as 
against 14799 coaching completion certificates issued during the 
previous year. 

11. EXAMINATIONS 

11.1 Conduct of Examinations 

Examination is the yardstick to measure the competence of the 
students and hence the most important activity. During the year, the

(A) ACC01|NTING POLICIES 

1. The Financial Statements of the Institute have been 
prepared on historical cost convention on accrual 
basis. Except to the extent indicated elsewhere, and 
based bn the applicable accounting standards. 

2. Fees 

a) Entrance Fee from Associate and Fellow Members is 
directly credited to “Capital Reserve” when received 
and no accrual thereof is created. 

b) ^ Fees rebelved from Members is accounted for on cash 
basis. However, fees received in advance is carried 
'over ad a liability. 

c) Fees, other than Registration Fee received from 
;Studen s, is accounted for on cash basis. Registration 
ifee received from Intermediate and Foundation 
jStuden s Is spread over a period of five years and 
Ithree years respectively since the benefit accrues to 
!the students over the stated periods. 

d) Oral Tu tion and other fees received from students at 
fiegionii and Chapters are accounted for on ‘Receipt 
IBasis’ 2 nd no accrual thereof is created. 

3. |nvestni|ents 

investments are stated at cost and provision for 
beeline in value wherever considered necessary is 
made, i' permanent.

b) Depreciation on additions is charged for the full year 
irrespective of dates of additions. No depreciation is 
charged in the year of sale. 

c) Library books acquired on or after 1.4.1999 is charged 
to Revenue Account under the head "Books and 
Periodicals” at the time of acquisition. 

d) Fixed assets, except library books, costing Rs.5000 
or less and those whose written down value is Rs.250 
or less at the beginning of the year, are fully 
depreciated. 

e) Premium paid on leasehold land is not amortized over 
the period of lease. 

5. Inventories 

a) Stock of paper (as confirmed by Printers) and office 
stationery items are valued at cost. 

b) Publications brought out by Regional Offices and 
remaining pn hand at the close of the year are valued 
at cost. 

c) Stock of study materials, publications, journal/ 
bulletins, audio cassettes, compact discs and other 
items at Headquarters are valued |t nominal cost of 
Re. 1 for items costing upto Rs.SOand Rs.5 for items 
costing above Rs.50. 

6. Employee retirement and other benefits 

a) Contribution to Pension Fund Trust at year end is 
made based on actuarial valuation. 

b) Contribution to Gratuity Fund is made based on the 
advice received from Life Insuranie Corporation of 
India. 

c) Contribution to Leave Encashment Fund is made on 
the basis of actuarial valuation. 

(B) NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. Exemption In respect of Income Tax has been granted 

under Section 10(23){c)(iv) of the Income Tax Act, 
1961 upto the Assessment Year 2006-07. 


« 
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2 . Possession of freehold land measu ring 500 Sq. Yards 
re-allotted by Haryana Urban Development 
Authority(HUDA) at Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter 
o1 the institute at Rs.3,65,500 could not be handed 
over by HUDA due to the existing encroachments on 
the land. HUDA have been requested either to clear 
the encroachments or to allot alternative plot of land 
\whlch had not been elfected so far. A sum of 
Rs.3,82,500 paid till date (Rs:3,00,000 is reflected in 
Advance for purchase of land in the Institute’s books 
and Rs.82,500 in the books of the Chapter) continues 
to be included under advances. 

3. The building of the Institute’s Headquarters at Lodi 
Road is under renovation and certain assets have been 
identified as unusable and are to be disposed off. A 
provision o1 Rs.16,91,820 made in earlier years is 
held in the accounts for impairment of these assets 
in accordance with Accounting Standard 28 - 
“Impairment of Assets” issued by the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of India. 

4. The Institute has incurred a sum of Rs. 2,07,21,204 
upto 31.3.2006 on renovation and refurbishment of 
its Headquarters premises at Lodi Road, New Delhi, 
which has been showg as Capital Work-in-Progress 
under “Fixed Assets” to be capitalized on completion 
of the Project. 

5. Estimated amount of contracts remaioing to be 
executed on capital accounts, net of advances, is 
Rs. 78,86,000 (Previous year Rs. 3,05,94,000). 

6. Following past practice, closing inventories of 
publication/study material / CD’s etc. have been, as a 
prudent measure, valued at nominal amounts since 
these have no value except to Members / Students 
and that too only when purchased. 


7. During the year, the Institute has created a Fund for 
Leave Encashment and accordingly the balance of 
Rs. 1,16,45,825 held in “Provision for Leave 
Encashment”, as on 1.4.2005 has been transferred 
to “Leave Encashment Fund”. 

8 . A sum of Rs. 18,55,000 towards the Fund for “ICSI 
National Award for Excellence in Corporate 
Governance”, Rs.1,25,000 to Benevolent Funds and 
Rs.50,000 -to ICSI Employees Hospitalisation Trust 
has been set apart during the year from out of surplus. 

9. For want of details of gross cost and accumulated 
depreciation provided till date, fixed assets at 8 
Chapters / Satellite Chapters which are depreciated 
on written down value basis, have been grouped 
separately in the Fixed Assets Schedule. 

10. Reconciliation of Accounts 

Reconciliation of Chapters/ Satellite Chapters 
Accounts which include transactions relating to 
various grants given by Headquarters, publications 
stocks, building reserves contribution/ expenses 
incurred by the Chapter, etc. is in progress. Substantial 
progress has been made towards reconciliation and 
clearance of old entries, and efforts are continuing to 
clear the remaining entries. Pending completion of 
reconciliation and adjustment, the net difference has 
been adjusted against General Reserve for the 
purposes of consolidated accounts. 

11. Reserves created at Regions/ Chapters have been 
clubbed under General Reserve in the consolidated 
accounts. 

12. Previous year’s figures have been regrouped/ 
rearranged to the extent possible from the available 
data from financial statements for the year 2005-06 
and after adjustments considered necessary, to make 
them comparable with that o1 current year’s figures.
